DETAILED ACTION 
Ex Parte Quayle 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters. 

The examiner has received the applicant's amendments to the claim and 
appreciates the applicant's efforts at amending the claimed invention to further 
prosecution of the case. However, in the amendments, the applicant has introduced some 
concepts for which the examiner can find no reference in the specification and drawings, 
namely the concepts of a power-supplying electrode, a dummy electrode, a power- 
supplying portion, and a dummy electrode connecting portion. The examiner finds no 
mention of these concepts in the specification or drawings. The specification does 
disclose an electrode bump 30d, but does not specify whether it is a power- supplying 
electrode or a dummy electrode. Similarly, the specification does disclose reinforcing 
portions such as reference 36b, but does not particularly specify which reinforcing 
portions are power supplying connecting portions and which are dummy electrode 
connecting portions. In an informal phone conversation with the applicant's attorney, it 
seems as if electrode bump 30d is meant to represent a power- supplying electrode in one 
figure and a dummy electrode in another figure. This is improper, since one drawing 
reference cannot refer to two entirely different things. The applicant is required to file a 
substitute specification and drawings. 
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Claims 1-19 are allowed. It is believed that the applicant's amendments make the 
record clear as to reasons of allowance, and so no further reasons of allowance will be 
given. 

Claims 3-8 and 11-17 were previously withdrawn as being directed to non-elected 
claims, but will now be rejoined into the case as they are dependent on allowed claims 1 
and 9.
